The hospital 
ooard will be organized and proceed 
io business according to the law in 
the matter, and it would appear that 
now operations will perhaps be in¬ 
creased in pace so that even in the 
face of this year the institution which 
hasi been so long and so much antici¬ 
pated wll be rendering a service 
which is so much required. Though 
preliminaries have seemed to be ted¬ 
ious, the work has been kept up to 
vhe limit of opportunity under the 
law. In this most important of com¬ 
munity enterprises may the best 
Hopes of the most optimistic be fully 
realized, and also may the service of 
the institution in time eliminate the 
comparatively light opposition that 
has been given to its establishment.

Experimental Farm Notea on Sunflow 
era as a Silage Crop by 
F. Mclaaaca 

The question of a suitable silage 
crop- is important in districts where 
considerable livestock 4s kept, partic¬ 
ularly dairy cattle. During.the win¬ 
ter and spring months some kind of 
succulent feed is essential and this is 
usually provided in the form of silage 
Three kinds of forage crops that may 
be used for silage have been tested at 
the Scott Experimental Station—corn 
oats and sunflowers. Corn has not 
proven a dependable crop at this sta¬ 
tion being frequently damaged by 
late spring and early fall frosts. Oth- 
er'limiting factors in the successful 
production of this crop are the short 
growing seasons anil the comparative 
ly cool weather, especially the nights. 
Oats produce a silage of good quality 
blit in a dry seasbn when silage is 
most needed oats lack the ability to 
produce a high succulent tonnage. 

While it is generally acknowledged 
that sunflowers make a heavier de¬ 
mand on soil moisture than does com 
and that it is riot quite so palatable a 
succulent feed as the latter crop, sun¬ 
flowers have withstood the drought 
better than corn at this station and 
have always produced a fair crop ev¬ 
en iri the driest years. Their growth 
may be slow in the severest part of a 
drought period but they have the abil 
ity to revive with the August rains; 
furthermore, sunflowers are able to 
withstand 6 to 8 degrees of frost 
without serious damage to the crop. 
The season of 1926 furnished a good 
example of the comparative ability of 
sunflowers to produce a crop under 
adverse climatic conditions. Yields of 
over 14 tons per acre green weight 
were produced while the highest yield 
from oats was 4.77 tons per acre and 
corn was a complete failure. The av¬ 
erage green weight yield per acre for 
a period of five years is 12.18 tons for 
sunflowers (Mammoth Russian), 7.48 
tons for oats (Banner) and 3.22 tons 
for corn (Northwestern Dent.) On a 
dry matter basis the oats and sunflow 
ers give approximately equal yields. 
The fact that sunflowers withstand 
frost better than corn and produce a 
larger green weight tonnage than ei¬ 
ther oats or corn ,makes it the most 
dependable silage crop of the three 
under Northwestern Saskatchewan 
conditions.

To Avert the Annual Howl the Gov¬ 
ernment Must Slash Down Income 
and Sales Tax 

About this period of the year, a low 
moata may be heard throughout the 
land. Like a chinook, yet not a chin- 
ook. the weeks go on, the moan 
will grow to a savage roar. It is the 
annual battle cry of the strong, silent 
man in the grip of his income tax re¬ 
turns. Drought and rain, frost and 
flood, our men from the Big Outdoors 
can endure with a reasonable calm. 
But when it comes to tabulating in 
cold hard figures the result of the 
year’s struggles in early risings and 
late quittings, in labor and disap¬ 
pointments and anguish of soul, he 
feels that figures are inadequate. In 
spite of the brigk^nesg and light with 
which the Government yearly, sur¬ 
rounds this Income Tax business, 
both farmers and business men, con¬ 
fronted with those impersonal relent¬ 
less columns and, questions, feel a per 
haps unreasonable revolt at the out- 
streched hand. What did you get from 
your year’s labor? Come across. All 
too souui, the night will arrive when 
this here income tax positively must 
be made out. And a scene similar to 
this will be enacted in many a home. 
Jimmy wants to go to a dance. “What 
a daSice!’’ bellows father in unaccus¬ 
tomed voice “a dance! See here, 
young fellow, read this income thing, 
and you’ll see we ain’t got money nor 
time to go to a da|ice. You stick right 
here at home. And Jenny. Call 
Jenny and Mary and Ma and little 
Willie. 1 need every last one of you.’’ 
It is the occasion of the Big Family 
Round Up. “Ma, you drop that mend 
ing add get you a pencil and figure 
out the produce consumed on this 
farm. Jimmy you get to work on the 
year’s increase in calves. Jenny, 
what was the name of that limping 
legged employee we had last August, 
eating off us? Mary, you hitch up 
names on to all that Stoney tribe we 
had through the haying—full twenty 
of them they was. Get their names 
and addresess right, Mary. The gov¬ 
ernment is awful anxious about them 
little papooses. Alnd Willie, you 
mooch round in all my pockets in all 
my pants and all my coats, and see 
mebbe there’s a few pld blacksmith’s 
hills in them. And bring the tin box 
from under the bed Willie.’’ It will 
be a terrible evening with father go¬ 
ing berserker, insulting his well loved 
family and estranging the wife of his 
bosom. -Lost bills, columns that wojit 
tally, elusive bushes of barley. And 
no one can remember what Pa paid 
for the speckled hog. Dear, dear that 
dratted hog. 

Now our complaint against this 
whole process, is that never once does 
the Government strike a kindly pater 
nal note. The whole anxiety is ex¬ 
pressed in terms of cash. Good year 
or bad, threshed or unthreshed. Come 
through. 

If we were in control of the Income 
tax, we would try a different method 
of approach. We would ihject a kind¬ 
ly personal element. We would say 
“Dear friend. How is your sciatica? 
And how did you ,coi0& out on that 
boggy west forty? Are the children 
doing well at school?’’ We would 
leave scads of dotted lines on which 
people might express themselves. 
Perhaps we would ask “How is the 
hew baby” because good times or bad 
there is frequently a new baby. 

1 Then gradually we would drift into 
more sordid matters, but so impercept 
ibly that our friend would scarcely 
notice whether we were drifting. He I 
would loosen up on the number of 
bushels of wheat on the west forty, 
in a friendly confidential way, with¬ 
out having his blood pressure raised 
over it. 

No, it is, dear that if this aninual 
howl is to be averted, the Gevernment 
must strike another note. 

ABOUT VACCINATION 

Perhaps indirectly as a result of 
the loss of the lives of twelve child¬ 
ren in Australia through poor inocu¬ 
lation, the great question of comjiel- 
ling inoculation has revived in this 
country. Opinion is greatly divided- 
as to the merits of the requirement, 
and instances have been brought to 
light of loss of life or health through 
vaccination. A particularly pathetic 
letter appeared in a recent Calgary 
Herald. The writer, a grandmother, 
with the care of two grandchildren, 
states that last May the boy and gfrl 
were vaccinated without her consent 
and knowledge. This, through the 
schools. The boy, who had previously 
been exceptionally sturdy and Well, at 
once succumbed to the re-action, and 
after lingering for two and a half 
weeks, died in hospital. While there, 
he was treated for spinal meningitis, 
and the vital statistics department, 
Edmonton, when written to, replied 
that his death was due to sleeping 
sickness and exhaustion. The girl too 
was vaccinated, though she herself 
■ protested. Since last May the child 
has never been well enough to return 
to school, her whole system being af¬ 
fected. Like her brother, she was 
perfectly well before being vaccina¬ 
ted. Such a story seems almost in¬ 
credible, but the dispassionate state¬ 
ment carries conviction. The fact 
that the grandmother herself, was gi¬ 
ven no choice in the decision, is sure¬ 
ly a matter for investigation. There 
are too many similarly unfortunate 
results from „ vaccination, to permit 
any unquestioning faith on the part 
of the public. And until all danger rs 
removed, authorities should go very 
slowly in making compulsory, tjie vac 
cination operation. At least parents 
and guardians should be permitted 
the right of deciding the matter. 


BAD BUSINESS 

The statement is made by the sec¬ 
retary of the Alberta Retail Asso., 
that 125 merchants of Alberta wrote 
off the sum of ^250,000 in bad debts 
during the past fh ree years, while do- . 
ing $3,$10,000 worth of business. 
There are 5000 merchants in Alberta 
and it will be seen that this is a bad 
tax on- trading. The Retail Asso. is 
asking for an amendment to the debt 
recovery act which will enable the 
smal debts court to function with the 
ability to provide punishment where 
a debtor, who can pay, reCustes to 
meet his obligations. •

A pamphlet in which attention 
is being drawn to the vital necessity 
of good seed has been prepared and 
will be distributed to 50,000 farmers 
this week. Mr. Wood endorses the 
campaign. The Alberta Wheat Pool 
is advertising it in its broadcasting 
service. The Pool points out that the 
better quality the wheat, the more 
readily it sells. In connection with 
the .Calgary Board of Trade, the ag¬ 
ricultural department, held a stand¬ 
ing grain competition and gave good- 
prices last year, and is preparing to 
do the same this year.

Leap year was taken seriously in 
Scotland! 700 years ago, and gave wo¬ 
men a golden oportunity. An act of 
the Scottish parliament passed in 
1228 and unearthed recently, decrees 
that if a girl asked him and he said 
“no,” the unchivalrous male had to 
come through with 100 poundii. 
Translated into modem words, Act 
reads: “Ordained that during the 
reign of her most blessed Majesty 
Margaret, every maiden lady of both 
high and low estate, shall have lib¬ 
erty to ask the man she likes. If he 
refuses to take her to be his wife, he 
■shall be mulct in the sum of one 
hundred pounds, or less, as his estate 
may be, except and always if he can 
make it appear that he is betrothed to 
another woman, then he shall he 
free.’’ 

LEATHER SWOOPS UP 

If shoes come higher from time to 
time, there is usually a.reason. At 
the present time on the North Ameri¬ 
can continent, there is a comparative 
shortage in hides, sole leather and up 
per leather, and no great accumula¬ 
tion in any part of the world. Why 
the shortage? (1) a ’smaller pro¬ 
duction of cattle; (2) a smaller kill 
of cattle; (3) a smaller type of cat¬ 
tle being killed; (4) a big movement 
of hides from S. America to Europe. 
At present on this continent, there 
are double the number o'f people, to 
be shod and supplied yHth leather 
from a smaller number of cattle than 
twenty-five years age.- y In the large 
killing centres there were over a mil¬ 
lion fewer cattle killed in 1927 than 
in 1926, reducing the available hides. 
There is an increasing demand for 
‘baby” beef. This beef possibly does 
not weigh 50 per cent, of the hide 
from the larger type. The European 
■nations are heavy importers of Ar¬ 
gentine hides, and being able to fin¬ 
ance their purchases, there results a 
-hortage in America. 

PROTECT THE FORESTS 

»Though agriculture will undoubted¬ 
ly always occupy the first position as 
regards value of products in this 
country, yet the forest continues to 
hold its place as the second great nat¬ 
ural resource of Canada. The fact ’ 
.hat forests like land, can be made to 
produce successive crops for all time 
should stimulate our efforts to con¬ 
serve our forests. Over one-third of 
the land area of Canada is essentially 
forest land. This area, if protected 
from fire is capable of producing sev¬ 
eral times as much as we now use an¬ 
nually. But fire is the deadly rav- 
ager, as shown by recent surveys of 
pulpvood lands around Winnipeg. 
These forest lands should have been 
able to support several mills, if the 
area had not been subjected to fire. 
But not only has the timber been de¬ 
stroyed, but the soil itself is so injur¬ 
ed as to prove incapable of support¬ 
ing tree growth. The loss from for¬ 
est fires in 1927 was less than in any 
preceding year, of which there are ' 
records Favorable weather was part¬ 
ly responsible, but so also was im¬ 
proved protective organization and a 
much-greater care on the part of the 
public. In this matter etern«l vigi¬ 
lance is the price of safety. In the 
manufacturing of forest produfte, 
125,000 people are employed receivN 
ing $150,000,000 annually in wages. 
And in addition 50,000 men are em¬ 
ployed in the woods.

It is the intention to go 
into fur farming on a large scale. At 
the start, muskrats and beaver are to 
be the initial lines, but later, if suc¬ 
cess warrants it, they will branch in¬ 
to other lines. The land is low-lying 
and follows the Columbia River for 
12 miles or more.

One million dollars was spent on 
main highways during 1927, accord¬ 
ing to the figures of Hon. O. L. Mc¬ 
Pherson. This is three quarters of a 
million dollars less than in ’26. How¬ 
ever an increase of a hundred thous¬ 
and is recorded on local roads. Twen¬ 
ty nine small steel bridges were also 
constructed through the, year. 

Four#stablishments, two in Ontar¬ 
io and two in Quebec, are engaged in 
production of cocoa and chocolate in 
Canada in 1926, according to the . Do¬ 
minion Bureau of Statistics. The cap¬ 
ital invested in these was $3,866,497. 
In the same year the import of their 
products into Canada had a total val¬ 
ue of $3,328,607. There is no export 
trade in these products. 

Farm land values in Alberta have 
advanced in the past year by reason 
of the excellent crops produced. Since 
June 1927 it is estimated land values 
in the better districts have increased 
in an average by ten per cent while in 
districts where crops have been ex¬ 
ceptionally good and the number of 
new settlers large the increase has 
amounted to 20 percent. This is par¬ 
ticularly true of the Peace River dis¬ 
trict where the value of good farms, 
reasonably close to transportation, 
has increased more than any part of 
the province. 

Bernard Shaw in endorsing the 
much discussed Edith Cavell picture, 
ays: "Are you tocommemorate Ed¬ 
ith Cavell in stone, but not in pic¬ 
tures? The story is entirely faithful 
to the theme. The writer has not be¬ 
trayed her by a single stroke of bit¬ 
terness, much less by triviality of idle 
fiction. The film can go to Germany 
is an English film, without provok¬ 
ing any German to remind us that 
people who live in glass houses, etc. 
It rebukes us all impartially and will 
edify us impartially.
